Evansville Are That the Ohio Still 


Is R isin g — T he C rest of the Flood 


Expected to Reach Paducah Today. 


St. Louis, April 8.—The stage of the 
river here shows a slight fall since 
Saturday and at this {joint the flood sit­ 
uation shows some im provem ent, but 
the upper M ississippi river is rising 
again and the crest pf tj*e Ohio river 
flood is above Evansville. 
There is 
no im portant change in the conditions 
a t Cairo and Memphis, the two m ost 
critical points in the flooded territory 
in the M ississippi valley.. Although 
there w ere no fu rth er breads in the 
levees at Cairo, the conditions there 
still are serious, th e town being com­ 
pletely surrounded by the overflow 
w aters and virtually an island. 
W hile 
apparently there is a tem porary re­ 
spite for the two cities nam ed, there 
seem s to be prospect of fu rth er seri­ 
ous encroachm ents by th e flood w at­ 
ers. 
The river at Quincy shows a rise 
of tw o-tenths of a foot in the past 
tw enty-four hours and the M ississippi 
above Quincy is rising. This addition­ 
al high w ater will reach Cairo and 
M emphis the la tte r part of the week. 
R eports from Evansville are th a t the 
Ohio still ik Tieing. 
A severe wind storm which swept 
the low er Ohio valley Sunday and a 
heavy rain added to the danger m enac­ 
ing flood points below this city. 
Con­ 
ditions along the W abash and W hite 
rivers are hourly grow ing worse. 
New Madrid, Mo., reports a fall of 
about five inches and no new dangers 
m enacing. 
The w ork of relief there 
is progressing. 
Advices from Memphis report a tel­ 
ephone m essage from H elena, Ark. 
th at th e M ississippi levee at Modoc 
th irty m iles below H elena, has col­ 
lapsed. 
H elena reports th a t the levee 
has broken in three places w ithin 
radius of sixty m iles south of there 
on the A rkansas side of the M ississip­ 
pi, 
flooding 
thousands of acres of 
farm ing land. 
The crest of the flood in the Ohio 
valley, it is expected, will reach P a­ 
ducah today. 
The river stage th ere is 
now 49.9 feet, the highest in fifteen 
years.
